COLUMBUS, 0O., April 15.—The body of the cighth 
victim of the state office building explosion was recovered 
from the debris-strewn basement late today. The victim 
was Robert Pfefferie Columbus, a carpenter. Firemen, 
searching the ruins, found the body under tons of marble, 
concrete and plaster. 


COLUMBUS, O., April 15.—The theory that a bomb 
explosion was responsible for the loss of seven lives, 
injuries to more than two score, and heavy damage to 
Ohio’s new state office building, was uppermost in the 
minds of state, county and city officials as they launched 
investigations into the disaster today. After an inspection 
of the explosion-torn building, Harry Hake, the arc4itect, 
of Cincinnati, said the damage would run over $1,000,000, 


COLUMBUS, O., April 15.—Experts in high explosives 
were summoned today to investigate the blast which 
wrecked the interior of Ohio’s new $6,000,000 office 
building, leaving six known dead and scores injured. The 
explosion, late yesterday, demolished the central interior 
portion of the building from the basement to the 11th 
floor, and tore away most of one of its sides.

“EASY” CREDIT IS NO CURE 

Whatever brought about what is com- 
monly called the depression, it is evident 

| beyond question that it did not come about 
because people could not get enough cre- 
dit; rather because they got too much cre- 
dit. Every statement that has been issued 
in the last year touching on the subject, 
whether from public officials or from asso- 
ciations of businessmen, confirms the com- 
monly known fact that there never was a 
time when credit was so freely given as 
during the spacious years which immedi- 
ately preceded the slump. 

In those palmy days credit did not 
wait to be asked for. It was urged upon 
people, even against their wills, by high 
pressure salesmen behind the counter and 
on the doorstep. There was credit every- 
where and for everything, necessities, lux- 
uries or toys. The man with old-fashioned 
ideas about taking on responsibilities al- 
most literally had to fight to keep from 
being loaded up with debt. The housewife 

| positively had to insult agents to keep 
them from dumping unwanted gadgets 
| into the hall, on the instalment plan. 
| The merry game went on to the limit. 
| When salaries and wages had been pledged 
| years in advance, and the impossible pros- 
pective profits on high-priced securities 
had been spent beforehand, it ceased to 
be possible to force more credit upon the 
public. What followed does not need 
telling. The point is that there was no re- 
striction of credit, until the credit-built 
| structure began to topple. 
| This all too familiar chapter from our 
recent economic history lends interest, and 
sinister significance, to the proposal of 
Mr. Gardiner that the Dominion Govern- 
ment go into the business of manufactur- 
ing money and extending credit, a function 
| which the banks now di scharge to the de- 
gree that they think to be safe. 


It can be foreseen with tolerable 
c learness what would inevitably follow.

asking, the publi would plunge again into 
a be rrowing an d spending spree, on a scale 
uld make ‘our recent efforts in
